Largo Numb9i of Vossols Baggod by 
Admiral Togo’s Ships. 


FRENCH NEUTRALITY VIOLATED 


Saigon, April 18.—Th^ Japanese re- 
aently captured a large number of col- 
ilers oif tlie coast of Cochin-China^ 
Six men, supix)sed to be Japanese, 
landed some days ago at Cape St. 
James, near here, from an Annamesd 
Junk, aud after a brief stay re-em­ 
barked. 
A num'ber of Russian warships are 
anchored in Kamranh Bay, where they 
are revictualing. 
The steamer Eridan, which was pur- 
chased by a local French firm, sailed 
with a full cargo of provisions for tho 
squadron. 
The health of the Russians is re* 
markably good. 
Only eight deaths 
from disease have occurred since their 
departure from Europe, out of an ef­ 
fective totalling 18,000 men. 
A Russian oillcer suffering 
from 
beriberi is in the hospital here. 
Tho 
other sick men v/ho were brought hefe 
by the Russian hospital ship Orel in­ 
clude Prince 
Cantacuzene. 
Reports 
that the Orel had wounded men on 
board are unfounded, as there had 
been no fighting up to the time of her 
arrival. 
[The capture of colliers by the Jap­ 
anese goes a long way toward explain­ 
ing the firing In tho vicinity of the 
Natuna Islands by the steamer Tele- 
niachus. The Natunas are “ofi the 
roast of Cochin-China.*' It probably > 
also explains the Hong Kong report of 
a minor naval engagement. 
The verification of the report that 
G number of Russian warships are in 
Kamranh Bay, 200 miles above Saigon, 
on the Cochin-China coast, clears up 
much of the mystery regarding the 
whereabouts of 
the 
Russian 
fleet. 
This, taken in conjunction with the 
sighting on Saturday of some 40 Rus­ 
sians. north and west of Manila, prac­ 
tically explodes the Berlin theory that 
Roestvensky headed into 
the 
Sulu 
Sea to coal his vessels at the Cuyos 
Islands. 
The details regarding the 
Kamranh ships, how^ever, are quite 
meagre. ] 


NEUTRALITY VIOLATED 
London Papers Discpss Question Ih 
Strong Pro-Japanese Tone. 
London, April 18.—In the absence of 
further infom atlon regarding the posi­ 
tion of the Russian and Japanese fleets 
the London morning papers are keenly 
discussing tbe neutrality question, for 
the most part in a strong pro-Japanese 
tone. 
The Morning Post takes the 
milder view that liam ranh Bay Is a 
mere fishing port and unable to pro* 
vide coal or other supplies to the Rus*- 
sian squadron, which probably took 
shelter there to replenish from its own 
colliers, and that though a technical 
breach of neutrality has been com­ 
mitted, the French authorities could 
hardly be held responsible unless it 
can be proved that they had previous 
knowledge of Rojestvensky*s inten­ 
tions. 
The Daily Mail’s correspondent at 
Singapore gives a further report from 
tho North German Lloyd steamer Prinz 
Heinrich that on Friday, April 14, the

Rojcstvensky Off Hong Konfl. 
Paris, April 18.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg to the Echo de Paris states 
that Vice Admiral Rojestvensky with 
a portion of his squadron has been 
sighted off Hongkong, sailing north­ 
east, This is not confirmed from other 
sources, 


CONFIDENT TOGO WILL WIN 
Japs Expect Their Great Admiral to 
Annihilate Russian Fleet. 
Tokio, April 17.—The navy depart­ 
ment has proclaimed defense zones 
surrounding the Pescadores, the Island 
of Okinawa, in the Loochoo group, and 
the islands of Ohima and Bmi, off tho 
province of Osumi. The usual naviga­ 
tion restrictions apply. 
The Japanese naval authorities are 
confident that Admiral Togo will soon 
report a glorious victoi*y over the Rus­ 
sian fleet commanded by Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky. 
The navy department here knows 
the location of both fleets, and, if it 
would, could probably prophecy cor­ 
rectly the hour and the spot on which 
they will meet.

RuFSian fleet in a sini?l3 eni;agoment. 
It Is not his intention to allow scout 
and torpedo boat skirmishes, as thig 
might result in tho Russian fleet scat­ 
tering. The whole issue of the war is 
risked on a sin.ule fight of the complete 
fleets matched oii:ainst each other, and 
Japan is perfot'Uy confident that Ro- 
jest.vensky will be obliged either to 
strike his flag or to go w’ith it to the 
bottom of the sea. 
That the battle may be delayed for 
several days is indicated in an article 
printed in the Jiji Shimpo. which is 
probably inspired. The newspaper in­ 
forms the merchant marine that a num­ 
ber of trading vessels and commercial 
steamers are certain to ^fall into the 
hands of the Russians, because the 
Baltic fleet is traversing the path of 
navigation, but that the enemy must 
be hllowod some latitude without mol­ 
estation.

Philadelphia, April 17.—Louis Heck, 
Jr., musical director of Keith’s Chest­ 
nut street theatre, and his wife, who 
is known on the vaudeville stage as 
Maybelle Eckert, were found asphyx­ 
iated by gas in the bedroom of their 
fiat, at Carlisle and l^m bard streets, 
this city.

W hether the Couple had deliberately

Failing: to meet 
them at the station, Mr. and Mrs. 
Echert wont to the house, and the find­ 
ing of the bodies of their daughter and 
soh-in-law followed. iVIrs. Heck’s body 
was found lying on a couch. The body 
of th'e husband was on the fioor, In a* 
“Sitting posture, with the head resting 
on the body of the wife. The coroner’s 
physician said Mrs. Heck hkd been 
dead about 16 hours. 
Thfe last seen of the husband alive 
was when he left the theatre about 5 
o’clock Saturday afternoon, ami the 
wife was seen for the last time about 
6.30 Saturday, when a neighbor si>oke 
to her.

Tirenty-four Meiiasrea on On© Wire. 
The Invention of new methods for 
sending a number of messages simul- 
taneously over the same wire contin- 
ues, and one of the most recent of 
these is due to Professor Mercadier 
of tho French High School for Post 
and Telegraph. 


In this method an alternating current 
Is employed whose frequency depends 
upon a tuning-folk having a certain 
definite number of vibrations, 
Tho 
current of such an interrupted circuit 
can be broken by an ordinary key, and 
signals transmitted over tho line Avire 
by an induction transmitter. 
On tho 
line at the distant station are a num- 
ber of go-called monotelephones which 
respond to current of one frequency, 
and are turned to the forks in the cir- 
cuits at the sending station, 


Thus each particular circuit has its 
own telephone, 
which is 
connected 
by tubes with the ears of the receiving 
operator, and responds to the signals 
mad-e at the sending station. 
In all, 
twelve ti'ansmissiou circuits are pro- 
vided, so that twenty-four messages 
can be sent over the line simultaneous- 
ly, 
A double line, or metallic circuit,*' 
is requu'ed, but otherwise the appara- 
tus is comparatively simple, and in- 
volves merely tho adjustment of the 
tuning-forks and suitable condensers 
and inductujice coils,—Week's 
Prog- 
ress.

’A’ novel and unusually powerful 
elevator for lifting canal boats and 
barges from one level to another Is 
situated at Henrlchenburg, on the 
Dortmund-Ems Canal, in Germany. It 
is capable of lifting a canal boat of 
800 tons burden a dfstance of about 
fifty-two feet in slightly over two 
minutes. 
The elevator itself, that Is 
the trough In which the boat floats, 
is about 229 feet long and twenty-eight 
feet wide. It is raised by a 150-horse­ 
power electric motor, which rotates 
four vertical threaded shafts, one at 
each corner of the lift, and on each of 
which Is a threaded traveling block 
supporting the trough. As these shafts 
are turned around by the motor the 
four blocks are drawn up along the 
threads, and carry the elevator along 
with them. Five floats in a tank be­ 
neath the lock on which the elevator 
rests balance the weight of the trough 
and the water It contains, amounting 
in all to some 6000 or 7000 tons, so that 
the energy expended in raising and 
lowering is little more than that re- 
quired to overcome the friction. The 
lock-gates are operated by electric mo­ 
tors. The electric generating plant la 
situated alongside the lock on the canal 
bank.

new order of things,

observes Mr. Hunt, had not given birth 
to new ideas of how to manifest re- 
joicing. 
Moreover, "if 
tlie 
method 
chosen seems to some to have been 
an imitation of monarchical custonls, 
they should reflect, 
in 
extenuation, 
that it is an instinct of man co-equal 
with his feeling the sensation of pleas- 
ure to show his joy by dancing."

PACKING BrXTER. 
Much working, and cspeclnlly a soc* 
ond working', is injurious, destroying 
as it does the natural grain of the but* 
ter, giving it a greed, salvy consist* 
ency. 
The aim in packing Is io ox* 
elude air and Hsht. 
Covering with 
brine is the only sure method of ex­ 
cluding air. 
Store in a sweet, cool 
place where an even temperature can 
be maintained somewhat below sixty 
degrees. 


PACKING EGGS, 
A Danish experimenter, writing on 
the science of packing eggs, concludes 
after examining many thousands of 
boxes, large eggs break much more 
easily than the small ones. To prevent 
breakage he recommends that poultry 
be supplied freely with lime through- 
aut the year. The eggs, he says, should 
be graded carefully, and packing ma­ 
terial should be used, since the loss by 
breakage exceeds the additional cost 
of the packing material. 


TO K3EP HAY DRY. 
Set in the ground four poles eighteen 
feet high, sixteen feet apart each way; 
take four pieces of 2x4, make a frame 
that will set between these poles, 
fasten securely and build a square roof 
on these pieces; do not fasten to the 
poles. Bore inch holes in the poles one 
toot apart all the way to the top; get a 
“Jack” and start at one corner to raise 
the roof. 
Have an iron rod about 
eighteen Inches long for each corner, 
raise the roof to the first hole and in­ 
sert the rod or bar in the hole under 
the roof. Go to the next corner and do 
the same until you have it level. You 
can raise it a hole at a time until you 
get It to the top. Stack your hay un­ 
der it and let the roof down on the hay 
as it settles. When not in use for hay, 
you can keep- the wagon or horse, or 
anything in the dry and shade.—Mra 
S. N. Brashear, In The Epitomist. 


BRACING A FENCE POST. 
One way to brace a fence post is de­ 
scribed as follows: Brace b rests ou 
top of post c, which leans about twen­ 
ty-five degrees toward post a. A notch 
about two inches deep is cut in post 
a, to admit lower end of brace at ek 


Around this a smooth wire is fastened 
to hold the brace in place. The brace 
^ is placed square upon brace b, and 
the top of d is spifc'ed to the post. This 
will give the wires an under draft, 
and as the draft is greater at the top 
of the post it will cause the short brace 
to bear down on. the other, which will 
hold corner post in the ground.—W. B., 
in New England Homestead. 


BRINGING MILK TO STANDARD. 
The success of legal milk standards 
In regulating the general quality of 
milk in wholesale markets, suggests 
the possibility of fixing the commercial 
grades in such a way that a quart of 
milk shall be as iairly uniform in com­ 
position as a bushel of No, 1 elevator 
wheat or a ton of No. 1 hard stove coal. 
The plan which has been put in opera­ 
tion by Illinois experts Is to test their 
milk by the Babcock method, and add. 
ing to or removing enough cream or 
sklmmilk to make the percentage legal 
standard. 
Thus the product will al­ 
ways pass whatever the quality as 
given by the cow, and the consumer 
gets what he pays for; no morCj no 
less. 
Small producers, however, will 
not care to bother, and for them a sim­ 
ple and usual method of getting some* 
where near a imlform product is to 
keep the quality idea in mind when 
buying new cows, and choosing ani­ 
mals which give rich milk or thin 
milk, wh|ch ever is needed to bring the 
milk 
average 
close to the desired 
standard. 


THE MODERN HIVE, 
Beehives are now so constructed that 
they can be opened and their contents 
removed or changed about and exam* 
Incd without materially interfering 
with the actions of the bees, which 
frequently continue taelr labors, even 
when the comb, is held in the hand of 
the beekeeper, The chief excellence of 
the modern hive is In the movable 
frames which are fitted with grooves 
so that when the hive is opened the 
frames containing the comb can easily 
be removed, the 
combs 
examined, 
changed In any way, and returned 
quickly. 
One of the great improvements fn 
modern beekeex^ing is the use of smoke 
to calm the bees, instead of killing 
them. In the up-to-date apiaries a lit* 
tie instrument for puffing smoke is 
used. A slight smoking applied to the 
bees when the hive Is opened and be* 
fore they have time to recover from 
their surprise enough to use their 
stings, enables the skillful beekeeper 
to examine the combe, take them out, 
put them in, and in short to do as he 
pleases without danger,—Amerlcao Ag* 1 
ficulturlst.

Maatodon Remains. 
The finding of mastodon 
remains 
near Newburgh, N. Y., has already 
been noted. 
With these remains there 
were found large numbers 
of 
tree 
trunks both in the muck and in the 
marl beneath it, and in many cases tho 
mastodon bones were found resting 
on the trees. 
Most of the trees were 
so rotten that it was Impossible to ob­ 
tain only small fragments. 
One spec­ 
imen possesses curious interest. 
The 
tree was lying three fet below the sur­ 
face, in muck, and was very soft and 
spongy; and not only on the surface, 
but clear through, was of a dark brown 
color, almost that of the muck, and per­ 
haps colored by the muck. 
Its scien­ 
tific Interest rests upon the fact that In 
sections It Is polygonal, while the flat 
faces of the trunk that make up the 
polygon vary in number from fourteen 
to sixteen, some of the faces merging 
Into one another at various points 
along the trunk. 
This piece of tho 
tree is about three feet long, and when 
first dug out, about two months ago, 
was nearly nine inches thick at one 
end and six at the other; but it has 
shrunk on drying out, until now it 
measures five and three inches, respec- 
lively. 
No other pieces of this tree 
were found, although the adjoining lay­ 
ers of muck were carefully dug over 
and examined, in hope of obtaining 
more of it. 
Several of the other trees 
showed while still wet the marks of the 
teeth of animals, and it has been sur* 
mised that this was the work of beav* 
era. 
When dried, however, the tooth 
marks became less distinct, and their 
study was, therefore, made difficult.

T w enty-four

The Invention of new methods for 
sending a number of messages simul­ 
taneously over the same wire contin­ 
ues, and one of the most recent of 
these is due to Professor Mercadier 
of tho French High School for Post 
and Telegraph. 
In this method an alternating current 
Is employed whose frequency depends 
upon a tuning-folk having a certain 
definite number of vibrations. 
The 
current of such an interrupted circuit 
can be broken by an ordinary key, and 
signals transmitted over tho line wire 
b3^ an induction transmitter. 
On the 
line at the distant station are a num­ 
ber of so-called monotelephones which 
respond to current of one frequency, 
and are turned to the forks in the cir­ 
cuits at the sending station, 
TJius each particular circuit has its 
own telephone, 
which is connected 
by tubes with the ears of the receiving 
operator, and responds to the signals 
made at the sending station. 
In all, 
twelve transmission circuits are pro­ 
vided, so tbat twenty-four messages 
can be sent over the Jine simultaneous* 
ly, 
A double line, or metallic circuit,*^ 
is required, but otherwise the appara­ 
tus is comparatively simple, and in^ 
volves merely tho adjustment of the 
tuning-forks and suitable condensers 
and inductance coiis.—Week’s Prog­ 
ress.

The congregation of the Church of the 
Immaculate Conception, this place, was 
greatly sur{)rised and grieved last week 
when it became known that their beloved 
pastor, the Rev. L. A. Reudter, had been 
appoint<3d to take charge of St. Mary's 
charge at York, made vacant by the resig- 
nation of Rev. Father Seubert, who, on 
account of failing health has gone to Cali- 
fornia, with the hope of recuperating.

A Good Citizen Passes Away. 
Abraham Sheely, one of New Oxford's 
oldest, most prominent and influential 
business men, died Friday morning at the 
homeof his daughter, Mrs. H. C. Sand- 
ers, in Gettysburg, after an illness of six 
months from a complication of diseases 
aged 77 years, 2 months and 23 days. De- 
ceased was born in Union township, near 
Littlestown, and was united in marriage 
about 55 years ago to Miss Catharine Eck- 
ert, daughter of John Eckert, of Gettys- 
burg. 
They commenced housekeeping on 
a small farm in Union township and was 
engaged in the huckstering business, and 
in 1861 came to New Oxford, and in con- 
nection with the huckstering engaged in 
the dry goods business. Later this was 
abandoned for the grain and produce bu- 
siness, to which, in 18(37, he added a stock 
of lumber and coal, to which branch of 
business he has since devoted his time, up 
to about two years ago when he disposed 
of the coal branch but continued the lum- 
ber business up to the time of his death. 
His wife proceeded him to the grave in 
1874, since then he has continued to live 
in the Shedy homestead corner of High 
and Hanover streets, up to last January, 
when on account of failing health he went 
to the home of his daughter in Gettys- 
burg. 


In 1884 Mr. Sheely was elected on the 
Democratic ticket to the oflit« of County 
Commiesioner. 
He was one of members 
of the Town Council after the incorpora- 
tion, served several terms in the same 
body thereafter. He also served several 
terms as school director, and other oflices 
of trust. 
He was a consistant member of 
St. P;ml Reformed church, being a mem- 
ber of the Consistory board at the time of 
his death. 
During the long business life 
of Mr. Sheely his sterling qualities have 
made him a central figure in commercial 
circles, and as a man of merit his repeated 
oificial terms furnish abundant proof. 


In the death of Mr. Sheely, New Oxford 
has lost one of its best citizens, a man that 
has done more for the upbuilding ot the 
town than any other one citizen has yet 
done. 
Many are the dwellings, business 
houses, etc. about town that were erected 
by him, and in every other way did he 
labor for the betterment of our citizens. 
He was a man that could be confided in, 
and very careful too, not to meddle into 
other people's business where he had no 
interest. 
Honorable and upright in all 
business. 


He is survived by five sons—George C., 
Charies II., and William F. Sheely, of 
New Oxford; John A. Sheely, of llano 
ver, and Edward V. Sheely, of Meniphis, 
Tenn., and two daughters—Mrs

Dancing at Inaugurations. 
In a contribution to 
the 
current 
number of the Century on “The First 
Inaugural Ball*' Mr. Gnlllard Hunt 
notes that each of the three Presi­ 
dents that preceded 
Madison 
was 
permitted to close the day of his in 
auguration by going early to bed. Gen­ 
eral Washington and John Adams had 
been inaugurated at temporary capit­ 
als and Thomas Jefferson would have 
rebelled against a ceremony plainly 
modeled upon the customs of royalty. 
The new order of things, however, 
observes Mr. Hunt, had not given birth 
to new ideas of how to manifest re­ 
joicing. 
Moreover, “if 
tlie 
method 
chosen seems to some to have been 
an imitation of monarchical custonis, 
they should reflect, 
in 
extenuation, 
that it is an instinct of man co-equal 
with his feeling the sensation of pleas­ 
ure to show his joy by dancing.*' 
Such was the genesis of the inaug­ 
uration ball, a function which had 
theretofore been associated with the 
celebration of the coronation of kings. 
It is interesting to know that, while 
Jefferson, as 
Mr. 
Hunt 
Intimates, 
might 
have 
condemned 
Madison’s 
Inauguration ball, the sage of Mon- 
tice^o did not frown upon dancing. 
On the contrary, he declared that the 
terpsichorean art “is a necessary ac­ 
complishment.**—Philadelphia

'HESTNUTS AS FOOD.

tea tray riddled with holes, on whx'li 
the chestnuts are grilling over a per­ 
forated iron box tilled witl\ glowin.:: 
coke, are a source of much cheer on 
the cold winter nighls to the “man in 
the street,** and we should be sorry to 
see 
thesft 
time-honored 
institutions 
abolished. 
In what club, restaurant, 
hotel, or home can be found potatoes 
so admirably cooked Tis those in the 
street potato can. or what chestnut 
is more appetlzingly cooked than that 
which is grilio<l al fresco on the hot 
tea tray? 
It is not very ditlicult to 
prove that the potato can man and tho 
chestnut man are distinct benofaetors, 
at least, to a certain section of the pub­ 
lic. for they provide cheap, good, and 
excellently cookcd food to the cold and 
hungry which at the same time com­ 
forts and warms, for both the hot po­ 
tato and the hot chestnut are very 
often placed in the po(‘kets for the sake 
of their warmth. 
It is an interesting 
fact that the hot potato and the chest­ 
nut have been picked out as practical­ 
ly the only foods otTered for sale in 
ft 
ft' 
this way, and on reflection we can see 
that, after all. this choice is based on 
sound ^dietetics. 
According to a re­ 
cent analysis of the raw chestnut we 
find that its composition is as follows:

The composition of the raw potato Is:

Mineral matter 0.900 Fibre................ 0.600 
Fat.....................0.100 
The chestnut contains, therefore, less 
water, more proteid, more starch, more 
fat, but less mineral matter than the 
potato. The ’chestn’ut is, in fact, more 
nutritious than the potato, not because 
it contains different constituents, but 
because weight for 'weight it contains 
a greater proportion of them.—Lancet.

Dust Danjsrer In Mines. 


At a recent meeting of mining engi- 
neers held in Leeds, W. H. Pickering^ 
Britisli Mining Inspector, read a paper 
on **The Dust Danger." 
The import- 
ance of dust as a factor in colliery ex- 
plosions M'as, he said, now generally 
recognized and understood. 
Provisions 
liad been introduced in the Coal Mine 
Regulation act regulating the use of 
explosives in dry and dusty places, 
and the '^Explosives in Coal Mines" 
order had been issued by the Home 
Secretary, 
In a few mines dust was 
systematically laid by Avatering, but no 
widespread effort had been made to 
strike at the root of the danger. 
Per- 
niij^ted explosives w^re only relatively 
safe, for each one of them was capable 
of initiating an explosion under certain 
conditions, and it could not be too 
often repeated and emphasized that a 
dust explosion could be started in other 
ways than by an explosive. 
Ignition 
of firedamp might result from a naked 
light or from a damaged or defective 
safety lamp, or from a spark from a 
pick or an electric spark, and this 
might bo magnified by dust into a 
great explosion. 
Dust also increased 
the danger of underground fires. Ob- 
viously tlie only radical way of reme- 
dying the danger was to keep the mines 
free from coal dust by cutting off the 
supply or by other means. As long as 
dusty roads wore allowed in coal mines 
the coal Industry was under the dark 
shadow cif a coming great disastei*. 
The looming danger Avas recognized 
by all, and he submitted that tills 
period of peace and immunity was the 
time to take practical steps to avoid tho 
danger. 
He 
believed a 
discussion 
would show that it was reasonably 
practicable to keep most mines com- 
parativeiy free from dust that were 
dangerous, and that 
this 
freedom 
would conduce to safety and to health 
and comfort as well.—London Timeji»

THE LIFE OF A BARREL 


B Y GEORGE E. 
W A L S H . 


, HE 
introduction 
of 
Im- 
^ piXDVcd machinery 
lu lis 
O manufacture bns made the 
Amcricau cooporago busi- 
ness 
the 
larijest in 
the 
world. ^ There are upward of 3CX),fK>0,- 
000 barrels and circular paclcaKos man- 
ufactured lu this country annually, and 
the demand increases so that this out- 
put must be steadily broadened in order 
to keep pace with the growth of the 
business. 
The largest consumption of 
oarrels is in the cement business, -which 
approximately 
demands 
35,000,000 a 
year for the trade, "while ilouv comes 
next, with a demand for 22,500,1)00; 
fence staples, bolts, luits and nails re- 
quire IS.OOO.OOO, and sugar 15,000,000. 
Roasted coffee, splcos, crocicery and 
fruits and vegetables use up about 5,- 
000,000 barrels a year each, -while the 
glassware trade, baking powder com- 
panies, distilled liquor manufacturers, 
and candy, tobacco and cheese packers 
are big users of barrels, averaging in 
each trade from 2,000,(H)0 to 3,(K)0,(X)0 
barrels. 
The consumption of barrels 
for molasses, oil, lard aud pork is also 
enormous, -while dry paint, glue, snnlT, 
oatmeal, screws, castings and general 
hardware articles annually increase the 
demand on the cooperage supply. 


While the amount of 
expenditures 
for barrels can be closely estimated for 
a given year, it is not possible to say 
how many barrels are in actual use. 
The life of a barrel is put down at one 
year by the trade; but that is far from 
true. 
The great majority of barrels 
have as many lives as a cat. Thoy be- 
gin as sugar or flour barrels, and are 
then sold to the farmer for shipping 
his produce to market. It may bo they 
are returned to him several times, car- 
rying potatoes or pickles to market in 
the first trip, and then cab"bage or '¡et- 
tuce ill the next, each cargo being 
lighter in -weight than the previous one. 
OAving to the weakened condition of 
the barrel. 
Finally, the barrel may 
serve out its life work as a garbage re- 
ceptacle, and be burned in the end in 
some tenement home to keep out the 
winter's chill. 
Tims it may be said 
that a barrel serves a more useful 
career than almost any other manufac- 
tured article, aud its life is much longer 
than a season. 


The demand for barrels is steadily 
Increasing because modern machinery 
has made it possible to make them for 
the trade cheaper than 
almost 
any 
other form of package. 
Tiiat it is the 
most convenient form of package has 
long been acknowledged. 
The ancient 
cooper's art was a skilled one, and the 
work of cutting out the staves and 
then assembling them required long 
Iiractice and appfenticeship. 
To-day 
machinery performs in a fraction of 
the time what hand labor did ^o slowlj; 
and clumsily. 


The modern veneer machines have 
been instrumental in reducing the cost 
of barrels. 
Hand labor is eliminated 
here to such an extent that the -work 
of feeding the machines 
constitutes 
most of the requirements of the opera- 
tors. 
The staves are cut to the re- 
quired thickness by the machines, and 
then pressed into shape by hydraulic 
pressure until they are ready for the 
assembling machine. 


A feature of barrel-making In this 
country Is the grading of the circular 
packages so that all^the lumber brought 
to the factories can be utilized. 
One 
class of barrels must be absolutely 
water-tight, without a flaw of 
any 
kind in their staves. 
Barrels made 
for the oil, whisky and paint trade 
must not only be flawless, but they 
must have a restance power equal to 
a lateral pressure of 500 pounds. 
In 
order to secure this the staves must be 
put to a rigid test beforehaiid( and 
they must be so cured there will be no 
danger of shrinkage and damage when 
put into use. 
Lumber used for this 
work must be carefully selected, and 
It must be cured by nature's slow but 
sure process. 
Kiln-dried lumber -would 
never do. 
The condition of kiln-dried 
M'09d is such that it \\<ould prove too 
brittle. 


The choicest oak, hickory, nsh, or 
other hard wood must be selected for 
barrels used for such purposes, and 
their cost is consequently In proportion 
to the extra labor and cost of the raw 
product. 
Out of every dozen trees in 
nn ordinary woods only four or five will 
be found to pass Uie most rigid exam- 
ination and tests. 


The second grade of barrels com- 
prises those which have to endure a 
great lateral strain, but Avhicli do not 
have to be water-tight. 
To this class 
belong the sugar barrels, and all those 
used for packing hardware. The staves 
must be made of liard wood, but they 
only require strength and a power to 
resist 3W or 400 pounds lateral pres- 
sure. 
It is possible to use for these 
barrels most of the lumber rejected 
for the lii'st class of barrels. 
Th^ere 
must not be knot holes in the barrels, 
however, for tigiitness to some extent 
is essengal. AYhile Jhe sugar and flour 
barrels have paper lining inside of 
them, they will spill more or less of 
tiie content» if hole» aud cracV« of au 


unusual size are left in thorn. 


The third grade of barrels iueludes 
those used in the hardware trade ami 
for packing tobacco, spices and coiYoes, 
The M'cight of these articles Is no less 
than sugar or flour, but their sides 
need not be so tight. 
The barrels and 
kegs for the hardware trade must bo 
stout, but lumhpr can be used that is 
somewhat defective. 
Knots are not 
necessarily a bar to the use of staves. 
Some of the rough lumber used up in 
this way is practically of little or no 
use for the manufacture of any other 
kinds ol\ circular packages. 
The cost 
of the raw 
material being 
smaller, 
the barrels can be sold to the trade 
from fifty to sixty p>r cent, less than 
those made for sugar, molasses, oil, 
whisky and paints. 


The question of hoops for these com- 
mercial barrels is fully as Important 
as the staves. 
The use of wire and 
fiat iron hoops has become quite uni- 
versal, but Avhere Avooden hoops can 
be used as well, thej' always receive 
the preference. 
The most satisfactory 
method is to use wooden hoops, rein- 
forcetl by iron or wire ones. 
A great 
many of the barrels used in the trade 
an' thus held together. 
There is a 
uniformity of 
strength 
existing 
be- 
tween staves and hoops which must be 
•carefully computed in the manufacture 
of barrels for the ditïerent trades. To 
make hoops that would break at a 
straining point of 2(X) pounds for bar- 
rels that were built of staves guaran- 
teed to stand a pressure of 500 pounds 
would be a Avaste of good material. 
If anything, the hoops must have a 
resistance more than equal to that of 
the staves. 
The hoops are consequent- 
ly the most important part of the bar- 
rel. 
Stout hoops will liold a barrel 
together even when the staves 
arc 
weak, and it is possible to hoop a bar- 
rel of 200 pounds resistance so that it 
will resist a pressure for a time of 500 
pounds. 
The breaking power of either 
the wooden or wire hoops Is carefully 
computed for each class of 
barrels, 
and when properly made and applied 
they will insure a long life to the cir- 
cular packages. 
The life of the barrel 
is estimated by the life of the hoops, 
and to prolong it beyond that period 
new hoops must be supplied.—Scien- 
tific American.

This new 
church as it now stands with furniture and 
statuary, steam-heat, etc., has cost some­ 
thing over ^25,000, which is paid for with 
the exception of a few thousand dollars, 
although there was no money in the 
church treasury when the undertaking was 
started. Besides this, other improvements 
have been made, such as putting an addi­ 
tion to the Sisters’ house, etc. That fa th ­ 
er Reudter is a man of business qualifica­ 
tions as well as a very pious and zealous 
spiritual advisor, can be attested by the 
good work he has done here, spiritual and 
temporal. 
He started upon his duties in 
his new field of labor on Saturday.

A Good Citizen Passes Away. 
Abraham Sheely, one of New Oxford's 
oldest, most prominent and influential 
business men, died Friday morning at the 
home of his daughter, Mrs. H. C. Sand­ 
ers, in Gettysburg, after an illness of six 
months from a complication of diseases 
aged 77 years, 2 months and 23 days. De­ 
ceased was born in Union township, near 
Littlestown, and Avas united in marriage 
about 55 years ago to Miss Catharine Eck­ 
ert, daughter of John Eckert, of Gettys­ 
burg, 
They commenced housekeeping on 
a small farm in Union township and was 
engaged in the huckstering business, and 
in 1861 came to New Oxford, and in con­ 
nection wnth the huckstering engaged in 
the dry goods business. Later this was 
abandoned for the grain and produce bu­ 
siness, to w'hich, in 1867, he added a stock 
of lumber and coal, to which branch of 
business he has since devoted his time, up 
to about two years ago when he disposed 
of the coal branch but continued the lum­ 
ber business up to the time of his death. 
His wife proceeded him to the grave in 
1874, since then he has continued to live 
in the Shedy homestead corner of High 
and Hanover streets, up to last January^ 
when on account of failing health he went 
to the home of his daughter in Gettys­ 
burg. 
In 1884 Mr. Sheely was elected on the 
Democratic ticket to the oflii« of County 
Commissioner. 
He was one of members 
of the Town Coixncil after the incorpora­ 
tion, served several terms in the same 
body thereafter. 
He also served several 
terms as school director, and other oflices 
of trust. 
He was a consistant member of 
St. P^ml Reformed church, being a mem­ 
ber of the Consistory board at the time of 
his death. 
During the long business life 
of Mr, Sheely his sterling qualities have 
made him a central figure in commercial 
circles, and as a man ot merit his repeated 
official terms furnish abundant proof. 
In the death of Mr. Sheely, New Oxford 
has lost one of its best citizens, a man that 
has dune more for the upbuilding ot the 
town than any other one citizen has yet 
done. 
Many are the dwellings, business 
houses, etc. about town that were erected 
by him, and in every other way did he 
labor for the betterment of our citizens. 
He was a man that could be confided in, 
and very careful too, not to meddle into 
other people’s business where he had no 
interest. 
Honorable and upright in all 
business.

At a recent meeting of mining engi- 
neers held in Leeds, W. H. Pickering, 
Britisli Mining Inspector, read a paper 
on “The Dust Danger.” 
The import­ 
ance of dust as a factor In. colliery ex­ 
plosions Avas, he said, now generally 
recognized and understood. Px’ovisions 
had been introduced in the Coal Mine 
liegulation act regulating the use of 
explosives lu dry and dusty places, 
and the “Explosives in Coal Mines” 
order had been issued by the Home 
Secretary. 
In a few mines dust was 
systematically laid by Avatering, but no 
widespread effort Lad been made to 
strike at the root of the danger. Per* 
niiued explosives w?re only relatively 
sáfe, for eácíi one of them was capable 
of initiating an explosion under certain 
conditions, and it could not be too 
often repeated and emphasized that a 
dust explosion could be started in other 
ways tlian by an explosive. 
Ignition 
of ilrcdamp might result from a naked 
light or from a damaged or defective 
safety lamp, or from a spark from a 
pick or an electric spark, and this 
might be magnified by dust into a 
great explosion. 
Dust also increased 
tlie danger of underground fires. Ob­ 
viously the only radical way of reme­ 
dying tho danger was to keep the mines 
free from coal dust by cutting off the 
suppl}’ or bj' other means. As long as 
dusty roads Avere allowed in coal mines 
the coal Industry was under the dark 
sliadow cff a coming great disastei*. 
The looming danger was recognized 
by all, and he submitted that this 
period of peace and Inimunlly Avas the 
time to take practical steps to avoid tho 
danger. 
He 
believed a discussion 
would show that it was reasonably 
practicable to keep most mines com­ 
paratively free from dust that Avere 
dangerous, and that 
this 
freedom 
wonld conduce to safety and to heali.h 
and comfort as Avell.—London Time«.

THE LIFE OF A BARREL

world. " There are upward of SIX),000,* 
000 barrels and circular pacivagos man­ 
ufactured in this country annually, and 
the demand increases so that this out­ 
put must be steadily broadened in order 
to keep pace with the growth of the 
business. 
The largest consumption of 
oarrels is in the cement business, which 
approximatelj’’ demands 35,000,000 a 
year for the trade, while ilour comes 
next, with a demand for 22,oOO,ikk); 
fence staples, bolts, nuts and nails re­ 
quire 1S,000»()00, and sugar 15,000,000. 
Roasted coiTee, spioos, crockery and 
fruits and vegetables use up about 5,- 
000,000 barrels a year each, Avhilo Ihe 
glassware trade, baking powder com­ 
panies, distilled liquor manufactnrers, 
and candy, tobacco and cheese packers 
are big users of barrels, averaging in 
each trade from 2,000,000 to 3,(K)0,(XK) 
barrels. 
Tho consumption of barrels 
for molasses, oil, lard and pork is also 
enormous, while dry paint, glue, smilf, 
oatmeal, screws, castings and general 
hardware articles annually increase the 
demand on tho cooperage supply. 
While the amount of expenditures 
for barrels can be closely estimated for 
a given year, it is not possible to say 
how many barrels are in actual use. 
The life of a barrel is put down at one 
year by the trade; but that is far from 
true. 
The great majority of barrels 
have as many lives as a cat. They be­ 
gin as sugar or flour barrels, and are 
then sold to the farmer for shipping 
his produce to market. It may be they 
are returned to him several times, car­ 
rying potatoes or pickles to market in 
the first trip, and then cabl3age or let- 
tuce in the next, each cargo being 
lighter in Aveight than tho previous one, 
owing to the weakened condition of 
the barrel. 
Finally, the barrel may 
serve out its life work as a garbage re­ 
ceptacle, and bo burned in the end in 
some tenement home to keep out the 
winter’s chill. 
Thus it may be said 
that a barrel serves a more useful 
career than almost any other manufac­ 
tured article, and its life is much longer 
than a season. 
The demand for barrels is steadily 
increasing because modern machinery 
has made it possible to make them for 
the trade cheaper than almost any 
other form of package. That it is the 
most convenient form of package has 
long been acknowledged. The ancient 
cooper’s art was a skilled one, and the 
work of cutting out the staves and 
then assembling Uiem required long 
^iract^ce and luH^t^i^ii<'<?ship. 
To-day 
machinery performs in a fraction of 
the time w hat hand labor did so slowl 
and clumsily. 
The modern veneer machines have 
been instrumental in reducing the cost 
of barrels. 
Hand labor is eliminated 
here to such an extent that the *work 
of feeding the machines constitutes 
most of the requirements of tho opera­ 
tors. 
The staves are cut to the re­ 
quired thickness by the machines, and 
then pressed into shape by hydraulic 
pressure until they are ready for the 
assembling machine. 
A feature of barrel-making in this 
country is the grading of the circular 
packages so that all^the lumber brought 
to the factories can be utili/.ed. 
One 
class of barrels must be absolutely 
water-tight, without a flaw of any 
kind in their staves. 
Barrels made 
for the oil, whisky and paint trade 
must not only be flawless, but they 
must have a restance power equal to 
a lateral pressure of 500 pounds. 
In 
order to secure this the staves must be 
put to a rigid test beforehandt and 
they must be so cured there will be no 
danger of shrinkage and damage when 
put into use. 
Lumber used for this 
work must be carefully selected, and 
It must be cured by nature’s slow but 
sure process. 
Kiln-dried lumber would 
never do. 
The condition of kiln-dried 
wopd is such that it ’v^^uld prove too 
brittle. 
The choicest oak, hickory, ash, or 
other hard wood must be selected for 
barrels used for such purposes, and 
their cost is consequently in proportion 
to the extra labor and cost of the raw 
product. 
Out of every’’ dozen tree$ in 
an ordinary woods only four or five will 
be found to pass tlie most rigid exam­ 
ination and tests. 
The second grade of barrels com­ 
prises those which have to endure a 
great lateral strain, but which do not 
have to be water-tight. 
To tliis class 
belong the sugar barrels, and all those 
used for packing hardware. The staves 
must be made of hard wood, but they 
only require strength and a power to 
resist 3W or 400 pounds lateral pres­ 
sure. 
It is possible to use for these 
barrels most of the lumber rejected 
for the lii’st class of barrels. 
Th^ere 
must not be knot holes in the barrels, 
however, for tightness to some extent 
is essenliaL While jhe sugar and flour 
barrels have paper lining inside of 
them, they will spill more or less of 
the content» if hole» and cracVs of an 


] unusual size are loft in thorn. 
The third grade of barrels includes 
those used in the hardware trade and 
for packing tobacco, spices and coiYees. 
The Aveight of those articles is no less 
than sugar or flour, but thoir sides 
need not be so tight. The barrels and 
kegs for tho hardware trade must bo 
stout, but lumber can be used that is 
somewhat defective. 
Knots are not 
necessarily a bar to the use of staves. 
Some of tho rough lumber used up In 
this way is practically of little or no 
use for the manufacture of any other 
kinds oi\ circular packages. 
The cost 
of the raw material being smaller, 
the barrels can be sold to the trade 
from fifty to sixty p>r cent, less than 
those made for sugar, molasses, oil, 
whisky and paints. 
Tho question of hoops for these com­ 
mercial barrels is fully as Important 
as tho staves. 
Tho use of wire and 
fiat iron hoojis has become quite uni­ 
versal, but where Avooden hoops can 
be used as well, they always receive 
the prererence. The most satisfactory 
method is to use wooden hoops, rein­ 
forced by iron or wire ones. 
A great 
many of tho barrels used in tho trade 
ar(^ thus held together. 
There is a 
uniformity of strength existing be­ 
tween staves and hoops which must bo 
carefully computed in tho manufacture 
of barrels for the dilYerent trades. To 
make hoops that would break at a 
straining point of 200 pounds for bar­ 
rels that wore built of staves guaran­ 
teed to stand a pressure of 500 pounds 
would bo a Avaste of good material. 
If anything, tho hoops must have a 
resistance more than equal to that of 
the staves. The hoops are consequent­ 
ly tho most important part of the bar­ 
rel. 
Stout hoops will liold a barrel 
together even Avhen the staves arc 
weak, and it is possible to hoop a bar­ 
rel of 200 pounds resistance so that it 
Avill resist a pressure for a time of 500 
pounds. The breaking power of either 
the Avooden or wire hoops Js carefully 
computed for each class of barrels, 
and Avhen properly made and applied 
they AVill insure a long life to tho cir* 
cular packages. The life of the barrel 
is estimated by tho life of the hoops, 
and to prolong it beyond that period 
new hoops must be supplied,'—Scien­ 
tific American.
